NEW VORK. March 13— 
A 
new question of the constitutionality 
of the Eighteenth amendment, not 
heretofore passed on by the Lniteo 
States Supreme court, was raised 
today by a committee of the New 
York County Lawyers' association. 
which recommended its presenta­ 
tion to the court. 
Ratification of the Eighteenth 
amendment by state legislatures 
and not by the people, the commit­ 
tee report said. violated the Tenth 
amendment to the constitution and 
was therefore illegal. 
The report Is to be voted upon at 
the next general meeting of the as­ 
sociation in April or May. 
Tenth Amendment Quoted. 
After quoting the Tenth amend­ 
ment which reads: "The powers not 
delegated to the United States by 
the constitution or prohibited by it 
to the states are reserved to the 
states respectively or to the peo­ 
ple.' the report says:

Wets Claim Ruling Making Purchaser Guilty With 
Seller Would Prove Death Blow To Prohibition 
Due To Unenforceability. 
WASHINGTON, March 13-< I. N. 
8.) —- Pandora’s famous box of 
troubles arui be as nothing com­ 
pared to the package of difficulties 
that sill be opened for the prohibi­ 
tion bureau it the Supreme court 
decides that the buyer of liquor, as 
well ss the seller, is guilty of a 
felony under the Volstead act 
The government has put the Issue 
squarely to the court and hopes tor 
a decision before the court recesses 
for the summer. 
The authorities 
are generally agreed that It is the 
most crucial question involving pro­ 
hibition that has been submitted to 
the bench since the constitution­ 
ality of the Volstead*act waa de­ 
cided. 
A victory 
for 
the government 
would put to the felony class every 
citizen who buys liquor, whether it 
be a drink or a barrel. He would be 
liable to the same punishment that 
is now meted out to the bootlegger; 
to the eye* of the law. in fact, if 
the Supreme court holds with the 
department of justice, the buyer of 
liquor becomes a bootlegger. 
Officials Aghast at Prospect. 
Thus, overnight almost, the court 
may multiply a thousand fold the

The many miles of newly cleared 
land along the railroad tracks is in 
striking contrast to the lack of ag­ 
ricultural activity in other places.

Chicago Chiropodist Predicts Man 
Soon Will Have Only Eight Toes 


CHICAGO, March IS—(I. N. 8 >— 
Man will have only eight toes 
In the short space of 175 years, a 
little more than three generations 
from now, Dr. J. Patrick Wheeler, 
noted Chicago surgical chiropodist, 
predicted after a study of hun­ 
dreds of men and women. 
The two toes that will be lost 
will be the little toes, according 
to Dr. Wheeler. In IOO years, the 
bone of the little toe nearest the 
foot, or technically the first pha­ 
lanx, will have disappeared, so 
that the small toe will appear only 
as a small fleshy nodule, the chi­ 
ropodist said. 
The evolution of the eight-toed 
man indirectly will be due to cheap 
transportation 
doing

with 
practically all 
walking. At the 
present time the disappearance of 
the little toe is being hastened by 
the wearing, especially by women, 
of shoes which are too short and 
which have space only for two toes 
instead of five. According to Dr.

Discovery of 
Ninth Planet 
Is Announced 


Located Beyond Neptune, 
and Probably Larger 
Than the Earth. 
CAMBRIDGE. Mass., March IS­ 
OM—Prof. Harlow Shapley, director 
of the Harvard observatory, today 
announced receipt of word from the 
Lowell observatory at 
Flagstaff, 
Artz., of the discovery there of the 
ninth major planet of the solar 
system. The planet, as yet un­ 
named. Is beyond Neptune, and is 
probably larger than the earth, but 
smaller than Uranus. 
Dr. Shapely hailed the discovery 
as one of the moat important in 
astronomy since that of Neptune 
in 1846. 
The years of research which led 
to the definite determination of 
the existence of a trans-Neptune 
body have confirmed the belief of 
the late Perclval Lowell, brother of 
' President A. Lawrence Lowell of 
I Harvard, that such a planet ex­ 
isted, Dr. Shapely said.

Letters warning parent* of stu­ 
dents in the rural schools, who have 
been absent excessively of the state 
school law requiring 160 days of at­ 
tendance out of 180 school days are 
being issued from Ute office of Miss 
Charlotte Alexander, county super­ 
intendent of education. 
Bad roads and the unusual spread 
of contagious diseases cut a heavy 
swath in rural school attendance 
this year, causing postponement of 
plans for a spring pageant for the 
county schools. Absences for Illness 
are excused under the school law* 
but students kept out of school for 
work or other purposes might readi­ 
ly miss the minimum 
attendance 
requirement*. It la feared in the of­ 
fice of the county superintendent. 
The health situation In the coun­ 
ty's schools is Improving, although 
there are still many spot* where 
contagion is hampering attendance, 
according to Dr. R. H. Sawyer, 
county physician. Measles are still 
heavy in a number of sections of 
the county and there are several 
spots bothered by small pox. 
The worst of these, according to 
Dr. Sawyer, is the West Lincoln dis­ 
trict. All school children were or­ 
dered vaccinated in this district. 
Dr. Sawyer pointed out. however, 
that despite advice of the county 
board of health that all members of 
families in the district be vaccinat­ 
ed. in many cases this had not been 
done. Tile result, he said, was that 
that other members of families had 
often come down, forcing quaran­ 
tine of children who had been vac­ 
cinated and the resultant absence 
from school.

/BTONOMY TAKES TO THE AIRPLANE. 
Man's ingenuity In the quest of scientific data is to 
be applied In a new and unprecedented way by send­ 
ing as*ronomica! photographers aloft In an airplane 
to take pictures of the total solar eclipse on April 28. 
Preparations along this line are being made by the 
staff of Lick observatory in California. 
For a great many years, it has been the custom of 
astronomers to travel to distant parts of the world 
whenever an eclipse of the sun occurred, taking with 
them large quantities of special apparatus and corps 
of assistants so that for a few fleeting seconds they 
might be able to catch and record views of the solar 
corona when the face of the fiery orb was obscured 
by th.* moon’s shadow passing over a small part of 
the earth’s surface.

Here and There 
Trees For Wasteland. 
(Minneapolis Journal.) 
Forests in Nebraska? Who ever 
heard of such a thing? Might as 
j well look for banana plantations 
' ni Labrador. 
The state of Nebraska, however, 
vouches for the forests in its own 
official information service. Two 
areas with more than 200.000 acres 
between them, once barren sand 
hills with hardly any vegetation 
at all, now are thickly forested 
with pine timber. Jack pine seed­ 
lings taken from Minnesota in 1903 
have reached heights of forty feet, 
and yellow pine plantings from the 
west ars thriving also. 
When those tiny seedlings were 
taken from Minnesota, jack pine 
was despised here as a forest nuis­ 
ance. Today the white and Nor­ 
way pine have almost disappeared 
from 
the 
state, 
and 
volunteer 
growths of Jack pine are proving 
a real asset in keeping wood in­ 
dustries alive. 
Nebraska, almost wholly a prairie 
state, appreciates trees. So Its peo­ 
ple are building up forests and 
planting wood lots. The first Fed­ 
eral Forest Reserve, established by 
President Roosevelt, has been ex­ 
panded, 
and others 
have 
been 
added. One nursery supplying the 
reserve and furnishing some trees 
for farm wood lots to producing 
3 million transplants every year. 
These 
are 
impressive 
figures. 
They show what a state can do 
when it to In earnest about for­ 
estry. 
The Nebraska forests are 
proving of real use, not only as a 
future supply of timber, but as 
refuges tor wild life, and as sum­ 
mer pasture for livestock. 
Minnesota does not need to plant 
Jack pine seedlings. They spring 
up of themselves, and need only 
protection from fire. Minnesota’s 
soil 
and 
climate 
produced 
the 
noblest stands of white and Nor­ 
way pine, aristocrats among the 
soft woods. 
Such replanting as 
Minnesota is doing aims to renew 
these stands. It to slow, expensive 
work to replace this vanished her­ 
itage.

Coffey suggested th a t the pro­ 
posed national scientific commis­ 
sion consist of the surgeons gen­ 
eral public health service and of 
the army, together with the ranking 
naval health officer and "two emi­ 
nent scientists"

ciate’s work on cancer, which h at 
attracted hundreds of patients to 
their quarters in a San Francisco 
hospital. Coffey said that he had 
discovered a m aterial created by 
nature, th at works as an "active 
principle" in regulating the growth 
of cells that make up the human 
body.
